IT WAS It! AVARENESS OF THIS FACT OF LIFE IN THAT STRIFE- 
TORN AREA OF THE WORLD THAT UNITE? NATIONS SECRETARY-GENERAL 
KURT WALDHEIM SAID IN A PRESS STATEMENT THAT THERE IS AN URGENT 
NEED FOR ACTIVE PURSUIT OF A PEACEFUL MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT, 
AND ACCORDINGLY, U.N, UNDERSECRETARY ROMERTO GUYFR LEAVES NE‘! YORK 
MONDAY FOR ISRAEL, EGYPT, SYRIA AND JORDAI). HIS MISSION IS TO 
EXPLORE PROSPECTS FOR A RESUNPTION OF MIDDLE EAST NEGOTIATIONS 
AMONG THE PARTIES MOST DIRECTLY CONCERNED, 

THE LOWERING OF THE ISRAELI FLAG IN THE SINAI AND THE 
MOVEMENT OF EGYPTIAN TROOPS TO THE WESTERN LINE OF THE U.N. 
BUFFER ZONE THIS WEEKEND MARKS THE OFFICIAL OUTCOME OF INTENSIVE 
NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN EGYPT AND ISRAEL UNDER AMERICAN AUSPICES 
LAST YEAR. THE NEGOTIATING PROCESS UNDERTAKEN BY SECRETARY OF 
STATE KISSINGER AND ISRAELI AND ARAB LEADERS SINCE THE OCTOBER 
WAR OF 1973 HAS PRODUCED VERY REAL PROGRESS. THIS WAS IN THE SHAPE 
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OF THREE TiTERIN AGREEMENTS, OF WHICH THE ONE THAT GOES CWENT) 
INTO EFFECT THIS WEEKEND IS THE THIRD, THE FIRST T'O WERE BETWEEN 
EGYPT AUD ISRAEL AND BETVEEN SYRIA AND ISRAEL. AS A RESULT OF 
THESE AGREEMENTS, THE ATTITUDES OF THE MIDDLE EAST COU'TRIES 
TOWARD EACH OTHER HAVE IMPROVEN SOMEWHAT. 

NEVERTHELESS, THERE STILL REMALi A SERIES OF COMPLEX 
ISSUES TO BE RESOLVED-=NOT THE LEAST OF YHICH IS THE FUTURE OF 
THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE. IN RECOGIIITION OF THAT REMAINS TO BE 
DONE, THE UNITED STATES IS PURSUING ITS ACTIVE ROLE IN THE SEARCH 
FOR A MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT. ITS ANLASSADORS TO THE MIODLE EAST 
NATIONS WILL SE CONSULTING WITH SECRETARY KISSINGER AND PRESIDENT 
FORD IM THE NEXT FEl! DAYS, KING HUSSEIN OF JORDAN REPORTEDLY 
TS COMING TO WASHIMGTOM ABOUT THE-SAME TINE=-ALSO FOR CONSULTATIONS 
WITH THE VHETE HOUSE AND THE-STATE -DEPARTMENT. 

THROUGHOUT AL THESES COMSULTATIONS, PRESIDEMT FORD AND 
SECRETARY KISSINGER 4YILL SE PURSUING A THIN AIlN--HO'U TO IMPART 
ADDITIONAL MOMENTUT TO THE MIODOLS EAST PEACE EFFORTS, AND 
HOW TO KEEP THE UNITED STATES POSITION-IN THOSE EFFORTS FLEXIBLE. 
IN THE UMITED STATES VIEt', THE FRAMEWORK FOR A NEGOTIATED, 
EQUITABLE SETTLEMCHUT OF THI MIDDLE EAST PROBLEM IS IN PLACE. 

WHAT MUST BE DONE NOW IS TO PUSH AHEAD THIS YEAR TO CONSOLIDATE 
THE PROGRESS ALREADY MADE AMO LAY THE GROUNDUORK FOR FURTHER 
ADVANCES, 

AND SO, WITH THE TIPLENENTATION OF THE SECOND SIVAT
